My Lord—ïn addition to my dispatch 
of the 2&l iestant, I have now the 
happiness to inclose a translation of reports 
which have been received from Field 
Marshal Prince Kutusoff, of the 10th and 
20th instaat, containtag the details of the 
total defeat of the divisions of the French 
ariny under the commands of Marshals 
Davonst and Ney. Near 200 cannou, and 
20,000 prisoners, have been taken in (tese 
affairs. Bonaparte is stated to have been 
with Marshal Davoust’s corps in the night 
from the I6th to the 17:h and to have 
left the feld of battle at full speed. 

Every measure of precantion that could 
be thoucht of at this distance, has been 
provided for by tre Emperor to prevent 
the escape of the enemy; and it appears 
that every exertion has been reade by the 
commanders of corps near Smolensko. 
Buonaparte has probably sent forward his 
favourite guards, the Polish divisions and 
part of the Italian: bat if Admiral Tehich- 
agof has arrived at bis ground, it does 


not appear that this corps would escape to 
the frontier. 

The display of force before Gen. Count 
Witgenstein’s post, after the attack, was 
probably with intention to favour the moves 
ment of the corps which have marched 
upon Minsk. . 

It is not improbable that part of Victor’s 
corps may have taken the same direction. 

Gen. Wittgenstein is reinforced by the 
cavalry formerly under Gen, Winzingeros 
de, for tre present commanded by Major 
Gen. Kutusoff, who has made a most rapid 
march to Bahinawitch, where he arrived 
üme enough on (he 18th to reecive 400 pris 
soners from orie of the French divisions.

The loss in killed and wounded is immense, 
We have made prisoners two Generals, 
58 Officers ot difterent ranks, 9170 men, 
70 cannon, three standards, and taken the 
baton of Marshal Davoust. 

On the 17th November, being informed 
that the corps of Marshal Ney, forming 
tlie rear guard of the enemy, was moving 
in the road ieading to Krasuoi, Í made 
the foilowing dispositions: 

Secund Heport. 

In orderto obtain a certain victory over 
Marshal Ney, and to cut of entirely his 
communication with tie rest of the army; 
Ì reinforced Gen. Miilaractovitch with 
the Sth corps, giving him orders to pres 
vent the Marshal’s advance, and to take 
a position near the villages Syroherenie 
and Reherniska. Maj, Gen. Lourkonski 
perceived, about three if the afternoon, 
the enemy advancing. The thiekness of 
the fog prevented him from ascertaining 
his numbers, who kept marching forward 
till they were close to our batteries. "The 
enemy attempting in vain lo pierce through 
our lines, received at the distance of 250 
paces, a general discharge of musketry 
and of forty pieces of cannon; the effect 
of this fire upon the enemy was extremely 
fatal. Finding he had no hope of escape 
ing, he sent a flag of truce to Gen. 
Millaradovitch. At midnight the whole 
corps d'urmee of the enemy amounting 


to 19,000 men, were obliged to lay down 
their arms. _ All their artillery, in number 
27 pieces of cannon, all the baggage and 
military chest, were the fruits of our 
victory. In the humber of prisoners are 
above 100 oflicers of different ranks. 
Murshal Ney was wounded, but saved 
himself by flight, and was pursued by 
the Cossacks beyond the Dueiper. Phe 
loss of the enemy is enormous; according 
to the report of the prisoners, four Ge: 
nerals of Division were wounded. We 
have not lost above 500 nien in kilied and 
wounded. 

Fhe army is at present at Krasnoi, and 
the advanced guard at Dowbrowna, from 
whence we shall follow the movements of 
the enemy.

AMERICAN PRESIDENTS MESSAGE. 
Washington City, Nov. 4. 

The President of the United States this 
day communicated by Mr. Cotes, his pri- 
vate Secretary, the following Message to 
Congress :— 

Fellow Citizens of the Senate and House of Re- 

presensatives. : 

On our present meeting, it is my first 
duty to invite your attention to the provi- 
dential favours which our country has cX- 
perienced in the unusuat degree cf health 
dispensed to its inhabitauts, and the rich 
abundance with which the eart* has re-

confinement of them to their side. Our 
trade, with Little exception, has safely 
reached our ports, having been much fa- 
voured in it by the course pursued by a 
squadron of our frigates uhder the com- 
mand of Commodore Rodgers: and in the 
instance in which skill and bravery were 
more particutariy tried with those of the 
Enemy, the American flag had. an auspi- 
cious triumph. Thefrigate Constitution, 
Commaaded by Capt. Hull, after a close 
and short engagement, completely disabled 
and captured a British frigate; gainsau for 
that officer, and all on board, « , waise 
which cannot be too liberally bestowed,— 
not merely for the victory actually achieve 
ed, but for that prompt and cool exertion 
of comumanding talents, which giving to 
courage its highest character, and to the 
force applied its full effect, proved that 
more could have been done in a contest 
requiring more. 

Auxious toabridge the evils from which 
à slate of war cannot be exempt, I lost no 
time after it was declared, in eonveying to 
the British Government the terms on which 
ils progress might be arrested, without 
waiting the delays of a formal and «final 
paciication: and our Charge d'A ffastes at 
London was at the same time authori isd to 
Agree to an amistice, founded upon; im.
